WASHINGTON (CP) - • 
Pilot* for 10 U.S. commercial 
airlines — virtually the entire 
fleet flying into Canadian air¬ 
ports -- will cease flying 
through Canadian airspace at 
midnight local time, their as- 
sociation president said 
Thursday. 

Capt. J. O’Donnell, head 
of the Air Line Pilots Associa¬ 
tion lALPA) said at a news 
conference : ”We I’cgret 
quarantining this airspace be¬ 
cause of the threat to safety 
in Canadian airspace brought 
about by t'ontrollers’ objec¬ 
tions to government pressure 
to introduce French in air-to- 
ground communications. 

“Anyone trying to bring in 
a bilingual system is doing it 
at the expense of safety. 

“The Canadian government 
is doing this for political rea¬ 
sons.” 

O'Donnell said vontiollei's 
manning Canadian airport 
towers were operating “in a 
confused state of mind be¬ 
cause of coercion, threats and 
intimidation by the couils and 
government” in Canada. 

The *10 airlines affected, 


which make a total of 150 
flights a day into Canada, are 
Allegheny. American, Air 
West, Delta. Eastern. Fron¬ 
tier. North Central. 
Northwest, Ignited and West¬ 
ern. 

O'Donnell said ALPA had 
delayed as long as possible 
belore making the de<daion.

Flames raging 
in California

Flames scorched parched 
timber, grass and brush lands 
ihmughotU California Thurs¬ 
day. with one bla/.e racing 
Ihrougli the picturesque Point 
Reyes National .Seashore 
Park and another searing a 
big patch of the Sierra foot¬ 
hills. 

The thernionieter* bubbled 
up into the high 30’s in the 
SacrAmento Valley and in su¬ 
burban communities around 
San FVancisco. There has 
been little or no rainfall, in 
noi’them California the past 
winter, creating a severe fire 
danger*.

Pilots ’ refusal to fly

VANCOUVER (CP) — Fed¬ 
eral Labor Minister John 
Munro said Thursday he is 
prepared to sign warrants 
giving Air Canada authority 
to take its pilots to court 
under the labor code for what 
he calls a “politically inspired 
contract breach.” 

“I regard toe pilots’ refusal 
to fly as a breach of their col¬ 
lective agreement,” he said at 
a news conference. "They are 
using this stoppage as a politi¬ 


cal instrument to pressure the 
government. 

“If the government gives in 
to this pressure, there will be 
chaos." 

He said that based on the 
facts as they stood, he wwld 
have to sign the prosecution 
authority. 

“If toe, unifxi were found 
guilty under the labor code of 
an illegal strike, a maximum 
penalty of $1,000 per day is 
provided for each union 


member involved.” he said. 
“There are also separate pen¬ 
alties for officers of the 
union.” 

Munro said the pilots would 
be better advised to return to 
their jobs and work out any 
difficulties in the usual bar¬ 
gaining process. 

“They argue safety but 
the gove,rnment hasn't 
changed anything regarding 
the use of French language in 
contrc)! lowers in (Jiieber.”

One subject known to be 
under discussion is the possi¬ 
bility of resettling white Rho¬ 
desians in Western Europe 
and South Afiica if |x>litical 
control passes to Rhodesia’s 
6.1 million blacks. 

The secretary and Vorster 
conferred for about eight 
hours jn the Bavarian resort 
towns of Bodenmais and Gra- 


fenau, about 10 miles west of 
West Germany's border with 
Czechoslovakia. Their talks 
ranged beyond Rhodesia to in- 
pIu^ South-West Africa, or 
Namibia—a South African-ad¬ 
ministered territory for which 
the United States supports 
self-determination—and South 
Africa itself. 

“T^ problem.” he said, *‘is 
whether it is possible to start 
an evolution in southern Afri¬ 
ca in which thert are suf¬ 
ficient guarantees for minori¬ 
ties so that the political evolu¬ 
tion that the majority of tie 
people want is bearable for 
the minorities.” 

Vorster, in an ABC televi¬ 
sion interview, said he has 
“always been prepared” to 
take part in the shih to black 
majority rule in southern 
Africa.

I s IT POSSIBLE for athletes at the Olympic Games 
In Montreal to present their full potential in 
competition? Is it possible for the team or the in¬ 
dividual to find the complete concentration so neces¬ 
sary for top performance if away at the back of the 
mind there may lullc suspicion that a sniper is setting 
his sights? 

Asset Ben-David, president of the Israeli Basket¬ 
ball Association, with Ite national team playing in the 
qualifying tournament in Hamilton, says it is. 

And yet the Israelis live, travel and play under the 
scrutiny of guards. It it even a matter of check-points' 
passage before a reporter can interview a member of 
the group in iheir “isolated” Uvlng quarters. 

Guy Toupin, spokesman for the security commit¬ 
tee for the Montreal Games, says the 16.000 police and 
troops who will comprise the around-the-clock guard 
and anti-riot units, are sufficient "to handle anything 
from a disaster to a catastrophe. " The difference 
between these two degrees of dangers he did not ex¬ 
plain. Nor did he maintain that security, however ex¬ 
tensive. could guarantee tragedy would not occur. 

it is extensive. And it is also very costly. For the 
armed services personnel alone on duty In the 
Montreal area, housing, food and transport will cost an 
estimated $25.5 million, in addition to pay. 

CF-6 jet fighters and helicopters wUl be deployedi 
"for identification and pursuit” of suspicious aircraft 
in the Games’ area and will be alert for “distractions" 
which might be designed to allow some sort of violence 
on the ground. 

This is the nearest thing to war Canada has seen 
since 1812. 

All of these elaborate precautions, of course. 


stem from the horror of the Munich Olympics four 
years ago, when U Israeli atheletes were murdered by 
Arab terrorists. 

"Poor Baron Coubertin! " wrote Bernard Levin in 
the landon Observer. ' He refounded the Olympics 
in the name of international brotherhood and under¬ 
standing, lived to see the 1936 Berlin Games turned 
into Nazi propaganda, and died bankrupt. What would 
he say if he'could see what has become of his 
brainchild?” 

In point of fact, however, there are some 
similarities between the Montreal affair and the 
Games of 776 B.C. There was, for instance,'safe con¬ 
duct across warring states for spectators and com¬ 
petitors on their way to Olympia, and even when Elis, 
the little dty state in which the stadium stood, was at 
war with Sparta, the Games went on. History does not 
disclose, however, whether it was necessary for com¬ 
petitors to be under constant guard for fear of their 
lives from some terrorist type. 

The ingenuous Israeli, Mr. Ben-Oavid, while his 
basketball team was practising—under guard, of 
course—hoped “that in the future sport will not have to - 
be guarded like this. We should get back to what mat¬ 
ters in sport. It's not politics that should count but the 
strength and ability of the athlete.” 

Until that time arrives, he might agree, it would be 
better to let the Games lapse, to be resumed when na¬ 
tions have regained a state of mind where the original 
spirit of Olympia can revive. 

The risks, the racial bitterness and various lapses 
in amateurism and good conduct, to say nothing of the 
cash costs, cast a discouraging shadow over the 
future of a spectacular event.' 


Growing transit losses 


T he annual REPOKTot British Columbia Hydro 
confirms that the loss on its transit operations 
in the last fiscal year was $36.6 million, up 68 per cent 
from the previous year’s deficit. This is the case 
although passengas increased, by 10.4 per cent, in a 
period when service was improved and the need for fuel 
conservation was impressed on everyone, and, it can be- 
believed, fostered the use of the buses. (If few British 
Columbians were practising energy economy, it is 
astonishing that lor the first time in history, B.C. 
Hydro sales of electricity declined, even if only by a 
fraction of one per cent. I 

The Hydro chairman. Robert Bonner, says in the 
report that the transit loss was caused primarily by 
expansion of passenger transportation services, but 
compounded rising operating costs resulting from 
serious inflation. One may hope that effects of infla¬ 
tion will not be equally severe ip the present fiscal year, 
and that the trend to more travelling by bus will con¬ 
tinue. Nevertheless, the facts that the gross revenue 
from urban transportation covered only 42 per cent of 
operating cosU, and that B.C. Hydro was saved from a 
loss on all Its operations only by a $32.6 million provin¬ 


cial subsidy, giving it a book profit of $1.3 million, have 
most unpleasant implications for urban British Colum¬ 
bians. 

Ihe Social Credit Party in the election campaign 
last fall said it would remove transit from Hydro and 
operate it on a regional basis, with the province paying 
75 per cent of the capital costs and 50 per cent of the 
regional operating losses. We doubt that this pledge 
won the party any votes then, and it certainly would 
not now. Local property taxes have been rising far too 
high and fast for the taxpayers to take on the ad¬ 
ditional burden of 25 per cent of capital costs and 50 
per cent of the soaring operating losses of the tran¬ 
sportation systems. 

It would be timely, we thmk, for the Bennett 
government to give the people of the lower mainland 
and the Greater Victoria area some re-assurance 
either that public transit will not be taken away from 
B.C. Hydro (to Its relief) and loaded on to the regional 
boards, or that a restructured tax-shading system will 
spare property-owners this further cost or its 
equivalent. 


Tokyo's new airport 


Tokyo’s new international 
airport, which should have 
been opened In 1971, is still not 
ready for use — because of a 
dispute that has been going on 
for ten years. 

More than $600 million worth 
of futuristic airport facilities 
stand idle, because of a protest- 
compromise situation that 
could only happen in Japan. 

The new airport Is 65 
kilometres from the heart of 
the capital. In the farming 
prefecture of Chiba. 

Uttle more than one-third 
complete, although construc¬ 
tion was approved in 1966. It 
will eventually accommodate 
more than 30 international air¬ 
lines. . replacing the present 
cramped and crowded ter¬ 
minus at Haneda. 

★ ★ ♦ 

rhe airport, as it stands, has 
been ready for use for three 
years; the main runway. 4.000 
metres long, a passenger ter¬ 
minal. a control tower and a 
variety of other facilities are 
complete. 

By now It should have been 
handling 220 flights a day. but 
there are few signs of life. 
There are just a small number 
of riot police and a little team 
of construction engineers at 
work. 

Near one end of the runway, 
on private land, stand two steel 
towers, built and occupied 
around the clock by farmers 
and students grimly deter¬ 
mined to stop the jetport from 
ever opening. 

The only flying is done by 
birds cruising around the 
runway. The acres of concrete 
and glass remain empty. 
Nearly a dozen proposed open¬ 
ing dates have come and gone 
since the original one 
scheduled for April 1971. ’The 
new Tokyo International Alr-

port Corporation hopes for a 
move this year, and Prime 
Minister Miki has recently cal¬ 
led for urgency. But two ob¬ 
stacles must be removed first.

' At the height of the Vietnam 
warm Haneda was used exten¬ 
sively by United States charter 
flights moving people to and 
from Vietnam. The protestors 
say they do not want another 
airport Involved in helping the 
U S. to fight "other Aslans.” 

It has been claimed also that 
a U.S. military airline, called 
"Blue 14" and encompassing 
the space above military bases 
in the Yokota area and crossing 
Tokyo Bay. Is a major reason 
for the cramped air space at 
Haneda. The U.S. has exclusive 
rights to the lane, and commer¬ 
cial flights have to avoid it by 
diverting through the Chiba 
prefecture. 

Opposition began in the late 
19605, when farmers physically 
blocked survey teams sent on 
to the proposed site. Riot poUct 
were mobilized, and supporters 


of the farmers arrived from all 
over Japan. 

Fights broke out. The 
protestors used whatever 
weapons they could make or 
lay their hands on — Molotov 
cocktails, bamboo spears.” 
sticks, scythes, stones, even 
plastic bags containing excre¬ 
ment. Women chained 
themselves to poles. Tunnels 
were dug into hills that were to 
be taken under the Compulsory 
Land Confiscation Act. but they 
were destroyed by bulldozers. 
★ ★ ♦ 

On September 16. 1971, a 
pitched battle resulted in the 
killing of three policemen. 
More than 150 arrests were 
made. Then for weeks women 
and children rode in trucks to 
the prison where the protestors 
were held and made their feel- 
ings known through 
loudspeakers 

Steadily, land was acquired 
and the airport constructed to 
its present stage — but the op¬ 
position has not waned 

Last October about 6.000 
farmers and supporters turned 
out to. demonstrate against an 
announced speed-up in con¬ 
struction, with bus loads of 
people coming from all over 
the country. 

In February demonstrations 
were held almost daily; 3,000 
riot police were called out, and 
in one day 41 people were In- 
jured — Including 11 
policemen. 

Originally it was planned to 
Install a fuel pipeline between 
Chiba port and tbe airport, a 
distance of 44 kilometres. 
Public opposition on safety 
grounds led to a revised plan, 
involving rail freight from 
Kashima port, about 100 
kilometres away in the 


Ibarangi prefecture, to a fuel 
depot just outside the airport, 
and from there by an already 
constructed 7.8 kilometres 
pipeline. 

Kashima townspeople also 
protested on safety grounds. 
But the proposal Is hampered 
anyway by lack of storage at 
the port. Discussions are still 
in progress, and according to 
an.airport corporation 
spokesman the original plan is 
likely to go ahead eventually. 

Proposals for a train to link 
the new airport with Tokyo is 
meeting with opposition too. 

Through it all, the towers — 
one 62 metres tall and the other 
30 metres — stand on land 
farmed collectively with the 
help of radical labor organiza¬ 
tions and students. A small 
group of supporters guards the 
main tower 24 hours a day. and 
a platform part-way up the 
tower houses families who 
have made it their home. 

A sign on the tower reads: 
"We will determinedly refuse 
opening of the airport” On a 
hilltop 200 yards or so from the 
taller tower stands a 
searchlight, for Immediate use 
by the police should trouble 
start. Grey police vans with 
wire mesh windows come and 
go on the hilltop.

Nobody knows when this 
waiting game will end. And the 
expense is mounting. 

’The airport corporation Itself 
is spending large sums to main¬ 
tain the airport and farmers 
who sold their land to the cor¬ 
poration In return for jobs at 
the airport face an uncertain 
future.

Anyway, the interrogation 
sequence Is broken. 

So grUllng any one minister 

— Richardson of Defence or 
Goyer of Supply and Services 

— on any one issue like the 
Lockheed deal, is difficult If 
not impossible. 

And another thing — only 
memben of the cabinet are 
there — never the civil ser¬ 
vants responsible, so the'key 
answers from those most 
directly involved are un¬ 
available.

But there the problem is two- 
headed — manpower and time.

Little time or opportunity 
there for any sustain^ line of 
questioning. 


Anyway, the committees, 
like the Commons Itself, are 
dominated by the government 
majority which closes ranks in 
the politically protective 
society of Parliament to pre¬ 
vent any of its own members or 
officials from looking bad un¬ 
der too intense, knowledgeable 
and searching questions. 

Even worse for the Opposi¬ 
tion — and the taxpayer — is 
that the work of committees 
gives priority to examination 
of government estimates, now 
so complicated as to be almost 
beyond understanding, and to 
the study of legislation. 

Little time left then for 
special enquiries and Investiga¬ 
tions. 

Allan McKinnon finds the 
situation upsetting and the 
system self-defeating. 

"You can only get so much 
from the daily question 
periods, never enough: and 
precious little more from the 
committees. 

★ 

"About the only way left of 
going about it is to enlist and 
use the media. It shouldn’t be 
that way and I’m unhappy 
about it.” 

Then, suppose the media, 
busy digging, unearth some im¬ 
portant documentation throw¬ 
ing new light on such a 
bureaucratic mess-up as the 
Lockheed affair, what hap¬ 
pens? 

Allan McKinnon asks a ques¬ 
tion with one or two follow-up 
supplementaries, and the 
minister. Richardson or Goyer. 
skips away with evasions, non¬ 
answers, or other verbal sub¬ 
terfuges. 

Following It up In commit¬ 
tee. Allan McKinnon can ask 
the question, which. In almost 
any other circumstances, 
would demand a straight 
answer — and get a 20-minute, 
convoluted, complicated and 
even contradictory reply, 

"Hopeless.” shrugs Allan 
McKinnon, and who can blame 
him? 


Mining the oceans 

U.S. patience wearing thin 

By BENJAMIN SHORE 


From March 15 to May 7 delegates from 147 nations met 
In New York in another of the seemingly endless rounds of 
United Nations Law of the Sea negotiations. 

Although the talks have not been dominating headlines, 
they have moved the world closer to a treaty on utilization of 
the ocean and its vast resources for industrial development 

The delegates will meet again in New York from Aug. 2 
to Sept. 17 to resume negotiations aimed at drafting a final 
treaty that can be acted on at what they hope will be the last 
session early next year 

"niis next session could be the toughest. ” said a U.S.- 
State Department negotiator in an interview. "We’re down 
to a half-dozen or so key issues where there are a lot of dif¬ 
ferent opinions on which it will be extremely difficult tocom- 
promise." 

For technologically advanced nations the ocean offers 
immediate potential for exploitation. , 

Forty per cent of the earth’s oil Is believed to be under 
the oceans. 'Ibe deep seabed also offers minerals such as 
nickel and manganese, crucial to Industrial production and 
which are in short supply on land. 

But the landlocked nations, totalling 49 at the con¬ 
ference. and the undeveloped and resource-poor nations, 
which total 77 conference delegations, have made it clear 
that they want some treaty rights to choose ocean resources, 
maybe even a guaranteed share. 

Warning against the competition for these resources that 
would result if international controls are not adopted. 
Secretary of State Henry Kissinger told the conference til 
April: 

“’Hie United States could survive such competition bet¬ 
ter than other nations: andishould It be necseaary, we are 


prepared to defend our Interests. Indeed, we would gain a 
great deal unilaterally in the near term, 

“But vre would do so in an environment of constant and 
mounting conflict. All nations. Including our own. ultimately 
would lose under such unpredictable and dangerous con¬ 
ditions. ’’ 

Establishing and operating an international authority to 
oversee the exploitation of the oceans have become the final 
major hurdles to be cleared before a Law of the Sea treaty 
can be presented to the nations for ratification. 

T. Vincent Learson. special U.S. ambassador to the con¬ 
ference, told a Senate subcommittee on June 8 that despite 
several points requiring resolution. "We are 95 per cent in 
agreement” on a treaty. 

Betwegn the conclusion of the last session on May 7 and 
the Aug. 3 start of what is intended to be the final working 
session, the delegates are back in their capitals assessing the 
conference’s progress and developing their positions on 
remaining Issues. 

The U. S. Congress is especially concerned over obtain¬ 
ing a treaty that permits American firms to begin mining for 
minerals that are essential to certain basic industries which 
presently are heavily dependent on importation. 

Kissinger’s warning of unilateral action 
notwithstanding, Confess’ patience with the unexpected 
slow pace of negotiations, which have been going on since 
1973, is indeed wearing thin. 

The urgency is prompted by the understanding that 
many U.S. Industries are wholly dependent on minerals im¬ 
ported from developing Third World nations that could follow 
the example of Arab oil-producing nations and cut off U.S. 
supphes to obtain certain political concessions.

Trudeaus, Joe Clarks, Ed Broadbents. Schreyers, Beimetts, 
Barretts and Lougheeds by virtiie of massive media ei- 
posure. Their track records are not of the stature of which 
legends are made. 

Canadian medical achievement will rate with anything 
performed In the United States or anywhere, or have you 
forgotten Banting and Best, just td name two of the better 
known.' 

The entertainment field becomes a dominant one for the 
United States only through weight of numbers 

FROM OUR ONE-TENTH ratio to the United States pop¬ 
ulation. we hardly suffer through the work of Raymond Mas- 
sev. Rich Little, Hume Cronyn, Deanna Durbin, Wayne and 
Shuster, Raymond Burr, Paul Anka, Art Llnkletter, Mary 
Pickford, Percy Faith, Genevieve Bujold and scores of 
others thOt escape my memory. 

Nohody is held in higher esteem in his art field than Vic¬ 
toria’s Fenwick Lansdowne and in the field of horse racing. ' 
the name Johnny Longden will long be up there with the best. 
Surely Sandy Hawley will someday be rated in the same 
breath. 

Actually, a Canadian case can be made for almost any 
field of endeavor — save one. The exception is the game of 
golf and the exceptian is one that has puxiled golf experts for 
years. There should be, however, no mystery about the lack 
of success in this field. 

IN THE LONG HISTORY of the game, only five Cana¬ 
dian names can he thrown into the hat — Stan Leonard, 
greatest we've ever produced. A1 Balding, George 
Knudson. Sandy Somerville and Gary Cowan. Leonard, had 
he joined the pro tour at a much earlier age than he did. 
might well have been linked with the Hogans, Hagens. 
Nelsons. Palmers and Nicklauses. But Stan didn't get with 
the tour until his best golf was behind him. But he still 
managed tour victories, including a Tournament of Cham¬ 
pions win in Las Vegas. 

I bring this up at this time because of the remarkable 
victory of 22-year-old Jerry Pate in the U S. Open down in 
Georgia this past weekend. When a 22-year-old can whip the 
best in the world, then you know that 22-year-old must have 
done a powerful amount of practising. 

THIS IS THE POINT - Canadians obviously do not want 
to pay the price of golfing fame — they are, without argu¬ 
ment. too lazy to tackle golf's Olympus. 

There can be no valid argument about climatic condi¬ 
tions. Many great golfers have sprung from climes every bit 
as severe. I give you Jack Nicklaus and Tdm Weiskopf from 
Ohio, and Ohio can boast a climate only slightly better than 
Willow Bunch. Sask. 

Having had more than a passing interest in the game for 
many years, 1 have watched the great promise of literally 
htmdr^s of young Canadian golfers flicker out because the 
requirements were too severe, the dedication lacking. 

I KNOW OF ONLY TWO or three outstanding golfers 
who took the game up relatively late in life. Al Balding is 
one. Ellsworth Vines is another. So an early start is im¬ 
perative and that early start eliminates almost all other 
forms of entertainment or relaxation. Yes, it eliminates not^ 
mal dating habits because if a young boy wants to become 
good enough in this terribly demanding event, he-must 
sacrifice many things, including sustained company with the 
fdir 8CX. 

The game is not learned on the lush fairways of fine 
country clubs or municipal courses. It is learned throu^ les¬ 
sons from a competent teaching professional, through imita¬ 
tion and through countless hours of dreary work on the prac¬ 
tise range. 

THEY SAY Ben Hogan used to stand there on the 
windswept ranges of his native Fort Worth, Texas, hitting 
golf balls until his hands actually bled. Even srhen he gained 
some early success at the game. Hogan would practise until 
dark and then go back to his motel room and putt on the rugs 
for another hour or so. 

There is no deep secret to golfing success. Good early 
teacHing. years .of practise until the swing becomes a 
mechanical thing that can be repeated under the most trying 
circumstances. Like the five iron shot that young Mr. Pate 
hit to the 72nd green at the Open — three feet from the stick 
under the toughest pressure imaginable. 

Young Canadian ^Ifers refuse to pay the necessary dues

On June IS. 1976.1 travelled 
to Vancouver via the B.C. Fer¬ 
ry from Swartz Bay; I parked 
my vehicle in the ferry parking 
lot and walked on the ferry. 
While on the ferry. I purchased 
a bus ticket for the trip from 
Tsawwassen to Vancouver 
City, the fare was $1.30 and I 
was refused a return ticket. 

On my return trip I attended 
at the Vancouver Bus Depot 
and requested a ticket to Tsaw¬ 
wassen. I was refused such a 
ticket and was told I could only 
buy a ticket to Swartz Bay. at 
$2.60. Over some objections I 
purchased ticket number 
321269. for $2.60. I made sure 
from the ticket vendor that the 
bus did stop at Tsawwaifen, 
and that stop was en route to 
Swartz Bay, but- was again 
refused a ticket to Tsawwas¬ 
sen. I boarded the 4 p.m. bus 
for Tsawwassen. 

On arrival at Tsawwassen. 
tbe bus, after stopping at the 
gate, proceeded directly on to 
the ferry. On boarding the fer¬ 
ry, the driver informed the pas¬ 
sengers that all baggage may 
be left on the bus as the bus 
would be locked on tbe ferry 
trip. 


On disembarking from the 
bus. I requested of tbe driver, 
as to where I coiild disembark 
at Swartz Bay. He informed me 
that he did not stop at Swartz 
Bay and that the ferry was the 
end of the trip for me. and that 
I would not he' taken in the bus 
to Swartz Bay. I could not re¬ 
embark on the bus and that the 
ticket to Swartz Bay was of no 
further value. The tas driver’s 
name is John Goyan and I had 
him sign the back of the ticket 
receipt.

They also hit at the 
phosphate deposits at Bou 
Craa, said to be among tbe 
world’s largest and richest. 

The E^illsario sabotaged the 
conveyor belt that takes the 
phosphate from Bou Craa to 
the coast, putting the mining 
operation out of action for the 
second time this year. Repairs 
will take months. 

But military sources say the 
guerrilla threat Is likely to 
diminish considerably as sum¬ 
mer approaches. ’The searing 
heat in tbe desolate wastes, 
where all water supplies are 
held by the Moroccans, will 
make offensive operations ex¬ 
tremely difficult. 

Meanwhile. Morocco’s King 
Hassan has launched a 
(Uplonutlc campaign, sending 
•eight emissaries to capitals in 
Africa, Asia and Europe as a 
way of convincing govern¬ 
ments that Morocco and 
Mauritania arc the legal 
owners of the territory. 

The envoys were instructed 
to stress that the takeover is ir- 
reversihle, that the 74,000 in¬ 
habitants accept the situation 
and that the new owners will 
never renounce their 
sovereignty nor make ter¬ 
ritorial concessloDE 

A main aim of the diplomatic 
offensive is to thwart Algerian 
attempts to obtain official 
recognition of the "Sahara 
Arab Democratic Republic” 
(SADR) proclaimed by the 
Polisario in February. 

The SADR has been 
recognized so far by nine 
African states and North 
Korea. Algeria is the only Arab 
state to give it official backing. 

Officials here say Algeria is 
trying to use the SADR to set 
up a puppet regime that would 
give Algeria access to the 
Atlantic in West Africa. 

Officials here consider Presi¬ 
dent Boumedienne has com¬ 
mitted hlnnself so deeply he 
cannot back down without toe¬ 
ing face. They cannot see him 
changing, so they tend to lay 
more store by an eventual 
change of regime in Algeria.

Italy still suffers 'malgoverno' 
through backroom bargaining

The Italian election has plunged the 
country back into political confusion so 
tvpical that the Itaiians have a word for it: 
Malgoverno. 

After 30 years of government, the 
Christian Democrats have fended off the 
strongest electoral challenge ever 
mounted by the Communists, though their 
lead in parliament has narrowed. 

Since neither party won 40 per cent of 
the vote, the results have forcM all seven 
major parties to resume the back-room 
bargaining that has marked the selection 
of every Italian cabinet since the Second 
World War. 

With the experience of nearly 40 post¬ 
war governments behind them, Italians 
now are resigned to tbe maladministration 
■and indecision that accompany this uncer¬ 
tainty. 

A leading member of the tiny 
Republica party — which lost several 
seats — commented simply that "the 
result confirms the ungovernability of the 
country." 

The result also confirms a paradox in 
Italian politics. Despite mvernment In¬ 
stability, voting tends to follow a relative¬ 
ly stable pattern. 

The Christian Democrats lost a few 
seats In the Chamber of Deputie; but held 
firmiyon its share of seats in the Senate

The Communists made strong gams, but 
mainly at the expense*of the smaller par¬ 
ties. including the Socialists who previous¬ 
ly had backed the Communists’ bid for a 
share in the Italian government. 

But neither of the major parties 
managed to puU the country from the 
political impasse that has gripped Italy for 
years. It appeared from the results that 
the Christian Domcrats would require the 
support of one or two of the smaller par¬ 
ties in order to govern. 

But with the increasing strength of the 
Communists, it also appeared that no mat¬ 
ter what course the Christian Democrats 
follow, there will be further periods of 
political stalemate and government res- 
signations and possibly more elections. 

However, failure of the Communists to 
pull ahead of the Christian Democrats 
produced relief among Italy’s NATO 
partners, including the United States. 

U.S. State Secretary Henry Kissinger 
repeatedly warned that the U.S. would not 
co-operate with an Italian government led 
by Corrununlsts. Whether his pre-election 


comment affected voters is difficult to 
Judge. 

One Christian Democrat, interviewed 
before the vote, passed off Kissinger’s in¬ 
tervention as an empty warning. 

"In the U.S.. people always talk like 
cowboys," he said. 

Meanwhile. Italy is still battered by un¬ 
precedented inflation. Many observers 
believe thal.seveie austerity measufe are 
inevitable. 

The unpopularity of those measures — 
Including possible wage controls — led 
many to suspect that tbe Communists 
would actually prefer to stay out of 
government tor a while. 

Before the election. Communist leader 
Enrico Berlinguer agreed that the easiest 
course would be to sit in opposition. 

“Let us be frank — if we were acting 
out of narrow, short-sighted or personal in¬ 
terests we would certainly prefer, without 
hesitation, to remain in opposition and 
leave other parties the risk of bringing Ita¬ 
ly out of the crisis.” 

Instead, the Communists campaigi^ 
on a proposal for an amergency coalition 
including themselves, the Christian 
Democrats and other parties. 

The Christian Democrats consistently 
rejected any thought of joining Com¬ 
munists in a cabinet

Life-creating skill Four countries banned on passports 


curbed by guides 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
U.S. National Institutiee of 
Health have issued guMelinee 
for a controversial type of 
genetic peeearrh. They in- 
ciudc a ban on acmie eoiperi- 
mentt considered too danger¬ 
ous to perto'Hn. 

The nww rules for recom¬ 
binant DNA are designed to 
control what some see as the 
almost God-like potential of 
science to create new forma 
of life.. 

Critics fear the research 
mig^t create tuqper diseeae or* 
ganlsms not found naturally 
and immune to all rtefencea 
•gainst them. 

Supporters say the research 
has vwst ecienhfie potential. 
Tlwy envisage tumii^ bacte¬ 
ria into littie generators of 
\-aluable proteins and hor¬ 
mones. euch as inaulki and 
blood-clotting factor. 

Dr. Donald Fredrickson, in¬ 
stitute director, said the guide¬ 
lines for re('omt>inant DNA 
nxMecule rescenh 
tive immediately at inatitute 
iHboratmnes and those of its 
i^nntractOTS and grantees. 

DMA — deo?<yrtbonucle4c 
acid is the chemdoai that 
forms genes, the basic units 
of heredity. Recombinant 
DNA molecules result ftpm 
recombining in a tdat tube 
DNA from different species of 
life. 

Genes for specific inherited 


traits taken from one species 
are comtuned with those of 
another, usually by removing 
a gene from a higher orga¬ 
nism and putting it kvto bacte¬ 
ria. 

When fhe modified bacteria 
reproduces, the offspring con- 
fain charwrterlstirs the new 
gene. 

The new guidelines prohihaf 
combining genes from certain 
risky disease organisms into 
others: transferring drug- 

resistant traits to microorga¬ 
nisms that might compromise 
use of a drug U> l-uiUu! dis¬ 
ease; and forming recom¬ 
binants with genes that can 
sjTithesuie potent poi.soc». 


The new directions also pitv 


hibit large-scale experimants 
— those with more than 10 
litre* oif culture-^lh recom¬ 
binants known to make harm¬ 
ful products. 

However, the inetttute said 
specific large-s c ale eNperi- 
menta that might dir^tly 
benefit society may he al¬ 
lowed If done under special 
conditions with apenfic ap¬ 
proval from NIH. 

The guidelines list four 
claavses of lab o r a to n es in 
which the research can he 
done. Depending upon the ex¬ 
periment and genetic materi¬ 
al inv^ved, the laboratories 
range ‘from common college 
labs to one.s with elaborate 
systems of airlocks and filters 
resemMing space caipeules.

"Your letter'appeared to be 
sensitively and sensibly writ., 
icn,” Ja(<* told f^kner. "The 
probltma which you are fac¬ 
ing .. . have been and are 
being faced by other people in 
situations similar to yours. 

"I would sincerely hope 
ihat, if your relationship with 
your wife is as strong and 
devoted as you declart*. it will 
stand the hardship of separa¬ 
tion that both of y<ni will go 
through over the next few 
months" unless ball or some 
other release is 4appro\ed' or 
Falkner is cltared after hear¬ 
ing. 

"Although 1 am not going'to 
grant your request con¬ 
jugal visits," Jack 
hcH’e that my letter has 
directed itself to the boncems 
which you raised." 


In a hole to the Cblonist. 
Falkner said he had again 
writUn to Gardom saying the 
claim about lack of facilities 
"is fallacious . . . There is 
amf>le. secure and unused fa¬ 
cilities here."

TTiere ap- ' 
fiears to be only ‘established 
policy* or custodial super¬ 
visory doubl.s about the feasi¬ 
bility of such visits. 

"I cannot and will not ^ac¬ 
cept imlicy or doubts as valid 


reasons to destroy my very 
life. 

"I have been.^orc«l to give 
up art, tny orafts. the feling 
of accomplishment at having 
been able to support my won¬ 
derful wife, providing the nec¬ 
essary things to enjoy a good 
and bwntiful life. 

"I havo been forced to for¬ 
sake freedom of choice in my 
daily food, the manner of 
dress I am accustomed to, 
the very clothes I wear and 
the bed on which I sleep. I 
cannot give* any more."

The six-member jury alwi 
found the ho.spitRt exercised 
reasonable care under the cir¬ 
cumstances. 

St. Jorre said Olson was in 
hospital for tre6lmcnt of in¬ 
ternal ailments, but kept say¬ 
ing he wanted to go home. 
IXiring 'the night of June 
17-18, Olson kept wandering 


about the hospital and had to 
he sent back to his fourth- 
floor room several times. 

A tranquiLli/er wa.s adminis¬ 
tered at about 4 a.m. Friday 
hut Olson was up and wander¬ 
ing again little more than an 
hour later. He was restrained 
to a chair by an apparatus 
which left his arms free, and 
walked around with the chair 
attached behind him. 

At about 6:50 a.m., Olson 


had been back in his room for 
a while when a patient on the 
first floor told a nurse she had 
just seen a suitcase drop past 
her window. The nurse went 
'out to investigate a few min¬ 
utes later and was Jotting at 
the suitcase when Olson fell 
nearby. 

At almost the same instant, 
hairlh-floor staff went to 
check on Olson and found his 
doi)r barricaded by the re¬ 
straint chair. They pushed in 


to find an open window which 
they had closed earlier. 

The c-oroner said stra[is on 
the restraint chair had been 
burned and noted matches 
were found in the room. The* 
drop from the window was 
about 50 feet.

Dear Boss: 

I don't know what I did this 
time lo upset you. hut did >tsi 
really have to send me out to 
face death or. at least, the 
^m*\ ilabilitj of death? 

l^t me put it to you this 
way: 

If the world doesn't blow up 
in the ne.xt half hour, or if I 
drm't die from my own fat or 
succumb to my heavy sugar 
intake or <‘hoke lo death cm 
my cigars. I’ll tell you about 
Linus Pauling. 

Linas Pauling is the only 
man who ever won two un¬ 
shared Nobel Prizes (the 
^ <^nti«try prize in 1954 and 
’ peace prize in 1962) and Is a 
gentle person who loves hu¬ 
manity. But it is this concern 
for humanity that scares the 
hejeebers out of jittery, fat, 
bad-living follcs like me. 

Pauling, who is very much 
alive and sparkling at 75, suc¬ 
ceeded in puttting a 47-year- 
old like me on death’s door¬ 
step v^hen he appeared at the 
McPherson Theatre Thursday

night as the latest star of the 
Menie Brereton lecture series. 

His fine scientific mind ha.s 
been hung up for some time 
on health and vitamin C, and 
Siting by die calculations he 
offered on lifestyles (years 
deducted for harmful haUts) 
I figure I should have died 10 
years before T was bom. 

Pauling told a packed house 
A lot could be done to improve 
the health of people, especial¬ 
ly by the people themselves. 
In addition to all other fac- 
t4>rs. vitamin C had an inlpor- 
tant part to play, he said. 

Besides, it is “marvelously 
non-toxic.” he said. People 
have been known t4» take a 
quarter of a (xii^nd withmil 
killing themselves. 

On the lopir qf health, he 
said; “A lot can be done in 
this field. You can decide 
whether you want to die when 


you're 5t) or when you're 80 <tr 
W." 

And that. buss, is where the 
scary stuff came in. 

Drawing from a Califomia 
study, he said you would lof) 
four years off your life if you 
didn't, eat breakfast and an¬ 
other four years If you ate be¬ 
tween meals. 

Right there I realized I had 
lost eight years. 

Then there w'as this thing 
about sugar. Some 175 years 
ago. man swallowed five 
fxiunds of sugar a • year. 

he consumes 101) 

IMiunds. 

“The human body isn't ac¬ 
customed to handling l(K) 
pounds.“ he said. 

A study dcxie in England in¬ 
dicated a man consuming 140 
pounds of sugar a year atood 
16 times the norma! risk of 
heart disease, Pauling said. 


without the slightest <-ofH:em 
for those of us w’ho were al¬ 
ready whimpering. 

But that's just part of the 
picture. Back to the California 
study. Deduct eight years of 
life if you smoke a ]>ack df 
cigarettes a day, or drink too 
much. Deduct another four if 
you don’t sleep seven or eight 
hours each itight.

Panarctic has plan 
to move north oil 


CALCARY ICP) - Panarc¬ 
tic Oils Ltd. of Calgary has 
developed a plan to ship Arc¬ 
tic Islands oil to Eastern Can¬ 
ada and also says Oiree- 
^quarters of the commercially 
necessary supply of Arctic Is¬ 
lands natural gas has been 
discovered. 

Charles Hctherlngton. Pan- 
arctic president, told the an¬ 
nual shareholders' meeting in 
Calgary Tuesday that crude 
•oil from Cameron and Vanier 
Islands, about IJOO miles 
north of Calgary, could be 
marketed in Eastern Canada 
ahead of gas from the Arctic 
Islands. 

Panarctic discovered oil on 
Cameron Island last fall, but 
more drilling is required to 
prove an oil reserve large 
.enough for marketing. 

The tentative plan for get¬ 
ting the oil to market involves 
-a 16-inch pipeline from Ca¬ 
meron and Vanier Islands to 
the aoutheast Up <rf Battwrst 
Island, where it would be jHit 
on an ice-breaking vessel for 
shipment to Eastern Canada. 

Hetherington said. "The 
system will operate economi¬ 
cally at an iniUal throughput 
of 50,000 barrels per day em¬ 
ploying one large ice-breaking 
tank». Tile throughput can be 


expanded to 100,000 barrels per 
day by the addition of a pipe¬ 
line pump station and a second 
tanker." 

"If 300 to 400 million barrels 
of oil reserve can be iden¬ 
tified in the near future and if 
governmental approvals are 
not unduly delayed, this oil 
marketing system can be 
placed into operation in les.s 
time than the gas marketing 
system." 

Hetherington also told the 
shareholders the company in¬ 
creased the estimated gas re¬ 
serves In the Arctic Islands to 
15 trillion cubic feet, about 
three-fourths of that needed to 
support a pipeline to mailtet.

Roglonol District of Nonolmo llstod bolow. This by-law replaces Building By-Law 
No. 101, effecting o more efficient and uniform application of Building Code re¬ 
quirements. It applies In all areas of the Regional District of Nanelmo In which 
tha former by-law applied, namely to Gabriola Planning Area, Cedar Planning 
Area, the area known as Extanslon, East Wellington-Pleasant Valley-Lantzville 
Planning Area, Nanoose Bay Planning Area and Parksvllle-Quallcum Planning

Effactiva Immadiataly, In accordanca with tha provisions of this by-law, the 
procedure for the Issuance of BUILDING PERMITS and for Departmental ad¬ 
ministration will be changed as fellows; 

1. Building Permits will be Issued ONLY from the central office of the Building 
Inspection Service at 6300 Hammond Bay Road, Nanaimo. 

2. Application forms for Building Permits will be available at the central office 
and from all field Bulldiqg Inspectors. 

Where applicable, applications must include: 

(8) Copy of Permit from the Department of Health tor private sewage disposal 
system, and 

(b) Copy of Permit from the Department of Highways for road access. 
Completed applications, together with two copies of acceptable plans, should 
be either delivered or mailed to the central office. In lieu of this, they may be 
given to the field Building Inspector who will deliver them to the central office. 

3. Plans will be examined and checked for compliance with applicable by-laws, 
and an Initial on-sIte inspection will be made. If all by-law requirements are 
met, the Building Permit will be prepared for Issuance and the applicant so In¬ 
formed. This permit may either be obtained at the central office, or, at the ap¬ 
plicants request, will be available from the appropriate field Building Inspec¬ 
tor who may receive the permit tee from the applicant. 

4 Correspondence will not be received or replied to at field Inspection offices. All 
correspondence must be addressed to:

(b) The Agricultural Hall on Cabriole Island each Tuesday from 9:00 a m. un¬ 
til 10:00 a.m., no telephone. 

6. Principal differences between the new by-law and tha former by-law are as fol¬ 
lows: 

(a) Dufies, powers and responsibilities of the Building Inspector are more 
/ clearly spelled out. 

(b) No occupancy of a building under construction will be permitted unless 
and until the exterior finish of the building is completed. 

(c) Terms under which temporary permits may be issued are more clearly 
spelled out. The term "temporary" will be a period not exceeding twelve 
months. 

(d) Application for a permit for the erection or placement of a building tor a 
temporary period must be accompanied by a certified cheque or Ir¬ 
revocable letter of credit in the amount of $200.00 to ensure that the tem¬ 
porary building will be completely removed from the site at the end of the 
period applied for. 

(e) The permit fee for construction which has commenced prior to the is¬ 
suance of a building permit will be double the usual fee. 

(f) Where applicable, a building permit may not be Issued, unless and until 
the applicant Includes In his application. In addition to presently required 
information, a copy of the following: 

'■ I) a sewage disposal permit Issued by the Department of Health; 

II) a road access permit Issued by the Department of Highways; 
ill) any permits applicable or required under the Strata Titles Act. 

(g) Minor changes will be made in procedures for requesting inspections. 

(h) Requirements for the fencing in of swimming pools are included. 

(I) Requirements tor the protection of the public during construction or 
demolition of building are Included. 

(i) Application tor a permit to move a building must include a certified che¬ 
que or irrevocable letter of credit in theamounf of $500.00 to ensure that all 
requirements of the by-law will be met in the relocation of the building. 

(k) Provision is made for the refund of fees in the case of a permit which has 
lapsed or been cancelled.

Gerald Hobbs, president 
of C3ominco Ltd.. J. Ernest 
Richardson. chairman of 
MacMillan Bloedel Ltd., and 
Ross Duthie, president of 
Placer Development, said 
they sensed an ongoing 
change of attitude at all levels 
of government as well as soci¬ 
ety in general with regard to 
the relationship between busi¬ 
ness and the generation of the 
country’s wealth. 

All three agreed that gov¬ 
ernments all over the world 
were urgently attracting 
foreign investment dollars to 
aid in the development of 
their resource industries. 

"Countries are finding out 


that otherwise inert minerali- * 
zation will iKoduce a standard 
of living never before ima¬ 
gined," Hobbs said. "The 
problems now are more politi¬ 
cally oriented than geographic. 
The future is a political 
choice, nothing more. 

He said the new mining 
royalties brought down by the 
B.C. government were still 
loo high. 

Hobbs said the world would 
never run out of non-renewaWe 
resources because "the worid 
is a closed system, so in ef¬ 
fect nothir^ can be lost or 
gained." 

Due to the Saskatchewan 
government's nationalization 
of the potash industry. C>>min- 
eo didn’t expect to make any 
profit there, Hobbs said. Co¬ 
rn inco wouldn’t pull out of the 
IMtash field because its vast 
holdings of potash would still 
remain after the NDP govern¬ 
ment had left, he said. 

Richardson said govern¬ 
ment's apparent re^ization 
that the over-taxation of the 
res^Hirce industry could only 


be harmful in the long run 
was a positive sign, but 
warned that more changes of 
that type were still needed. 

He said the upheaval expe¬ 
rienced at MacMillan Bloed^ 
during the past 18 months 
should be finished, and any 
talk of further trouble was un¬ 
founded.

"because we know tiiat if you 


eliminate it completely, the 
consequences are much more 

severe.” 

Msloney was charged alter 
an incident during an NHL 
game In Tonmto last No 
vember in which Brian Glen¬ 
nie. a player with Toronto 
Maple Leafa. waf injured. 

Moniaon said he taw Ma¬ 
loney throw a punch at Glen¬ 
nie secoi^ aftOT the Toronto 
player b%ly-checked a Detroit 
player. 

He said that when Glennie 


slumped to the ice, Maloney 
attempted to hit him again, 
then ^jpeared to pick the 
man up and drop him on the 
ice two times. 

"I don’t really think he used 
that much force,” Morrises 
said. 

Under croes-examination by 
Maloney's lawyer, the head 
referee agreed that some 
players look upon accumulat¬ 
ed penalties aa "almost a 
badge of honor” but said Ma* 
loney never had been knemn 


to use his stick against an op¬ 
ponent. 

He said that when ^laloney 
tried to pidc up Glennie from 
the ioe, it appeared that Ma¬ 
loney wanted to continue tlie 
fight.

A graduate of Syracuse Uni¬ 
versity, Stone Is resiwnsible' 
tor diagnosing causes of wild¬ 
life morbidity and mortality, 
rabies control, furbearer bioV*. 
ogy. and the inspection of 
captive wildlife In New York 
state. 

He stK^e at the o|)ening of 
the show at the Pla/a Hotel 
where fur industry sfx^kesmen 
stressed anew their encoura¬ 
gement of c<mservation of ani¬ 
mal life.

Grills to meet all needs 


TORONTO (OP) — Regard¬ 
less of your barbecuing style, 
there are grills, basic equip¬ 
ment and frilla to meet any 
outd.xir chef’s needs without 
necessarily stretching the 
]iocketbook, says Monda Ro¬ 
senborg. Toronto economist 
and food writer. 

“In the $10 and under cate¬ 
gory there is a wide range of 
.size and heigtit of grills,’’ 
she said. “There are tiny (wr- 
table hibachis for steak or ap- 
f>etizers and gas units of all 
sizes, which must be perma¬ 
nently poetmounted in the 
backyard or come with porta¬ 
ble tanks.” 

Other eciuipment Includes 
large oven-type units perched 
on wheels and finished with 
chopping board. Imles for

Entering ’and th^ 
and {Kissession of stolen (irop- 
erty in connection with two 
buglaries at King John Inn, 
2668 Sookf Road, on or about 
Nov. 9; 1974. and on or about 
Nov. 12, 1974. The trial wes 
set to go (HI in May of last 
year aixi was adyxtmed a 
number of times before it 
opened. sEvecal more after it 
b(%an and once more Thurs¬ 
day, to resume today. 

Delays and postponements 
have bewi attributable to 
witnesses being unavailabki, 
PresUm failing .to appear, 
counsel bowing out of the 
case, and argument over ad¬ 
missibility of evidence and 
the use of tape-record<d tele¬ 
phone convers.itions. 

The articles alleged to have 
been stolen Included three 
color TV wits .TT bottles of 
liquor and a number of silver 
coins. 

At one point, court was told 
of a statement by Preston to 
police that he took the TV sets, 
and change from two ciga¬ 
rette vending machines in the 
hotel, during November. 

At the continiiation of trial 
Thursday, Judge Stewart 
heard Preston on the witness 
stand on his own behalf tell¬ 
ing of a conversation with 
Deaana Payne following their 
encounter with jiolice at tin* 
Tallv-Ho Hotel. 

“This is absolutely inadmis¬ 
sible evidence.” Stewart said. 
“Get do\$n to the facts of the 
case. Did you ever go into the 


King J(^ Inn and steal any¬ 
thing?” 

"No." 

"On the ninth of No¬ 
vember?" 

NO . I did not on the ninth 
of Nojvember." 

"On the 12th?” 

"No. I did not." 

“At any time?” 

"No." 

Preston gave an account of 
.-his movements on Nov. 11 and 
12, and in response to a ques¬ 
tion by his former counsel, 
Bruco McConnan, relating to 
the particulars in the change, 
the accused replied: 

"I did not break into the 
premises just described to 
me. But I was in the Victoria 
area.” 

Later, he said, of No\'. 9: *T 
know I was in the Victoria 
area, but as to the particular 
time, I know where I wasn’t.” 

Preston explained the state¬ 
ment to police by saying he

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Garden notes 


One omamentai shrub I 
wtaiJd like to see planted 
much more widely is the 
June-flou-ering Butterfly 
Bush, Buddleia altemifolia, 
H-hich is quite different from 
the mure Common Buddleia 
daxidii which bluums in 
August; 

This Buddieia bears its 
flowers on the previous year’s 
wood, and in June the grace¬ 
fully arching sprays are 
graced with fragrant Ulac- 
puzple tnissea of Uooni, at¬ 
tracting hordea of brilliantly 
colored butterflies. 

The pruning of this Butter¬ 
fly Bush is quite different, 
too, for it doesn’t take kinlly 
to the drastic cutting back 
usuallv ernnkwed on the late- 
blooming kinds. TTie time to 
prune is imhiediately after 
the blTYssoms are finished, and 
only the flowered-out sboota 
are taken ort. middng the cut 
at a point uhere new young 
growth is beginning to ap¬ 
pear. 


Buddleia altemJfoUa is par¬ 
ticularly attractive when 
grown as a standard — in tree 
form, like a standard rose, 
with • a single-stemmed 
“tnink" and a fkwering head. 
Such a form Is not* at all dif¬ 
ficult to produce if cuttii^ 
are flowed to grow un¬ 
checked to develop a stifle 
stem to the desh^ height, 
and topped at that point to 
produce a head of graceful, 
arching shoots. 

It isn’t as easy to propagate 
from harcNmod cuttings as 
the other mem^rs ^ the 
Buddleia family, but half- 
ripened shoots taken in July 
wiH root fairhr readily if the 
base of the sHp fs m^ei^, 
then dusted lif^tiv with Roo- 
t(ne or Seradix rooting 
powder before inserting in a 
mixture of damp peat moss 
and vermiculite. 

The shnib Is also raised 
quite successfully from seeds, 
which are produced freely. 

Speaking of ahrUb pruning. 


I ahouM remind you that the 
best time to pnme the Mock 
Orange or Philadelphus is 
also fanmediately after the 
blossoms fade. The (Ad, flo¬ 
wered shoots are cut back to 
a point where new. strong 
young shoots ere emerging, 
thereby maintaining shapeli¬ 
ness and symmetry in the 
shnib. At the same time, the 
removal of this year’s fleer¬ 
ing branches permits sun and 
air to enter and ripen the 
shoots, which are due to bear 
next year’s blOBsoms. 

Hie Deutzias and the Dier* 
xilias (Weigdas) can be treat¬ 
ed in the same way as they go 
out of trioom. 

.Every year I find myself 
becoming a little more appre¬ 
ciative of the Brooms among 
my small ct^ection of flower¬ 
ing shrubs. I don’t think any 
plant in the garden is more 
easily managed .or needs less 
attention, and all members of 
the BrOom famyy flouri^ in 
■ the poorest of hungry soils. 


Not are they fussy as to 
aspect — full sun or partial 
alwde. it makes no dlflerence. 

The most sweetly scented 
flowering shnib in our garden* 
is a Spanish Broom, Spartium 
junceum, which I raised from 
a seed; it remains in bloom 
lalmost all summer long and 
makes the 8ittii«-out aiea in 
our garden a perfumed de¬ 
light. 

A much more beautiful 
shnib is the lovely white Por¬ 
tugal Broom. Cytissus aB>a 
(Portugal, not Portuguese), a 
talllsh shnib with the most 
gracetol vase-Uke shape. 
ytekSng fountafl-like masses 
of blomn in late May and 
earlv June and making the 
prettiest picture imaginable. 

It is best admired from a dis¬ 
tance, though, for the scent of 
the Mossoms is anytiik^ but 
pleasant. 

Its cousin, the sulphur yel¬ 
low Qytissus praecox, is also 
afflkt^ with a bad odor, as 
are acme of the viburnums 
and the newer hyi>rid lilacs.

Flames raging 
in California 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPl) 
Flames scorched parched 
timber, grass and brush lands 
throughout California Thurs- 
day, with one blaze racing 
through fhe picturesque Point 
Reyes National. Seashore 
Park and another scaring a 
big patch of the Sien*a foot¬ 
hills. 

The thermometer bubliled 
uf) into the high 30 ’k in the 
Sacramento Vblley and in su¬ 
burban communities around 
San Francisco. There has 
been little or no rainfall, in 
northern Califoania the past 
winter, creating a severe fire 
danger. ^ 

Fire crews said the Point 
Reyes fire on the coast north 
of San Francisco was 95 per 
cent contained. It charred '125 
acres in lagged terrain. 

The fire in the Sierra foot¬ 
hills was lust east of Sacra¬ 
mento. It ravaged '20.000 acres 
of timber and brush. It also 
ruined 14 buildings.-including 
two homes. The bla/e was re¬ 
ported to be 60 per cent con¬ 
tained. 

In the San Francisco Bay 
area, there was a 150-acre 
Hre near Lake Chabot just 


ea.sl of Castro Valley, another 
small fire near Martinez and 
many small grass fire.s.

Asked if 
was true that the .staff would be reduced to one res¬ 
ident pdjuster, McGeer denied the suggestion but 
repeated that the area, with 25,000 residents, ’ 
would be .served basically from Nanaimo. 

McGeer was responding to questions asked 
outside the house after a heated exchange on ICBC 
during the question period. 


New quarters 
for RCMP 
a local matter 


DUNCAN — Whether the 
present RCMP detachment 
headquarters here, which has 
been described as a “pig: 
st>’"r la replaced with a SI.3 
million new facility, now de¬ 
pend# on local officials. 

After a meetinjr with Dei>- 
»ity Attorney-General David 
Vickers and various RCMP 
officials, the chairman of the 
Cow'ichan Valley Region 
Roard police committee, Ken 
Paskin. retKirted Wednesday 
night that the provincial gov¬ 
ernment had indicated its 
\villlngnoss to participate In 
the coastrurtion of the new' 
building. 

“The ball is in nur court 
now,” Paskin told region 
board directors.” We have got 
to sit dowm locally and thrash 
nut who is going to build it 
and any cost sharing arrange¬ 
ments between the areas in¬ 
volved.” 

The meeting Wednesday 
morning with the deiHJty at¬ 
torney-general and police of¬ 
ficials climaxed a year-long 
B.C. Police Commission study 
on regional iKilicing in the 
Cowichan Valley. 

Region l>oard officials 
present were supposed * to 
meet with the attorney- 
general to discuss the epm- 
mi.ssion's recommendations in 
the study but he was called to 
(the floor of the Legislature 
before the meeting got under¬ 
way. 

Four alternatives for polic¬ 
ing the Cowichan VaJley were 
contained in the study, which 
was the first one of its kind 
conducted by the B.C. Police 
Chmmission in conjunction 
with the RCMP. 

•But tKc" commissioners rec¬ 
ommended the last alterna¬ 
tive. which envisaged a new 
centrally located public safety 
building to house police per- 
jionne! from Duncan, North 
Cowichan and Chernainus. as 
well as specialized squads. 

At Ihe same time, present 


detachments would be re¬ 
tained in I..adysmith. l..ake 
Cowichan and Shawnigan 
l..ake. 

The t'ommis.sion also fa¬ 
vored Ihe latter plan because 
the federal and provincial 
governments would be paying 
a higher percentage of the 
costs without increasing the 
burden on the district or 
North Cowichan, which is the 
only municipality in the area 
paying directly for fiolice pro¬ 
tection at this lime. 

Correcting the inequities in 
payment for police protection 
under a regional policing con¬ 
tract wa.s also discussed in 
depth at the Wednesday meet¬ 
ing, but Duncan mayor Ken 
Paskin said nothing could be 
done now to change the sys¬ 
tem. 

“Discussion are going on 
now between federal and pro¬ 
vincial governments on the 
present provincial and munlcr 
ipal policing agreements with 
the RCMP and a meeting on 
regional policing is expected 
shortly with the Union ^ B.C. 
Municipalities' executive. 

Paskin added, the electoral 
ar^as and the other munici¬ 
palities in the Cowichan Val¬ 
ley recognize the burden 
placed on North Cowichan 
taxpayers, but .said this could 
be resolved partially on the 
local level by agreeing to 
share costs on the pniposed 
new RCMP headquarters. 

The decisions to be made 
now are whether the Cow¬ 
ichan Valley region district or 
the municipality of * North 
Cowichan will build the facul¬ 
ty. and w'here it will be built. 

The mayor of North Cow¬ 
ichan. Gerry Smith, who was 
also at the meeting with the 
deputy attorney-general, told 
the Colonist Thursday that if 
the building can be built in 
the recommended site ad¬ 
jacent lo Ihe municipal hall. 
North Cowichan would be 
willing to build it. 


DUNCAN — The Cowichan 
Valley Region Hospital Board 
chairman, Ken Irving, will 
investigate sourccis of provin¬ 
cial funding for purchase oi 
the 26 acre Queen Margaret’s 
school here as an intermedi¬ 
ate care hospital. 

After a report from an ar¬ 
chitect,.end a real estate ap¬ 
praisal were presented to re¬ 
gion board directors Wednes¬ 
day night, they approved a 
motion empowering the hospi¬ 
tal board chairman to take 
the necessary steps to find 
funds for the tx)ssible pur¬ 
chase of land and buildings. 

Vancouver archltee-l Wil¬ 
liam Wilding, who was 
tained to inspect the buildings 
for possible conver.sion to in¬ 
termediate care facilities, 
said in his 10-page report 
that he w;as convinced the 
buildings can effectively be 
turned into an up-to-date in¬ 
termediate care facility. 

“We have no hesilaticxi in 
recommtfiding acquisition of 
the property, provided zoning 
approvals are definitely ob¬ 
tainable for the proposed use. 

“We feel the value in the 
buildings and land is in 
<^'ces8 of the figure we have 
heard quoted, namely $1.8 
million, and also have con¬ 
fidence of being able to turn 
the present buildings into a 
useful and most attractive 
building," the architect said 
in his report.

A stK)keMimn for Ihe union 
from Ottawa told Ihe Lind- 
holm industrial inquiry com¬ 
mission Thursday tbal- if a 
confrontation developed, thu 
union was preiiared to use all 
of its national resources to ac¬ 
complish its aims. 

'Die commission Thursday 
began its second day of hear¬ 


ing submissions from the 
union on proposed terms of 
settlement of the dispute 
which kept services down or 
cut to a mlninrum here for 10 
weeks until the commission 
was apjiointed earlier this 
month. 

The union's brief began by 
pointing out Its views on thii 
need lor a ,|oh evaluation 
study to he done and provi¬ 
sion for the study in all con¬ 
tracts which will be affected 
by the settlement Imposed by 
the commission. 

The lommission was also 


told by union spoktismen 
Thursday that they “fear for 
the collective bargaining 
process” in Nanaimo if pro¬ 
posals put forth by the em¬ 
ployers were implemented in 
the final agreemifit. He .said 
the etrqjloyers were “seeking 
to move backwards” in their 
quest to have already won 
clauses taken out of th« exist¬ 
ing collective agreement. 

The hearings will continue

Dunce around totem pole marked re-emergence of suppressed tradition 

Potlatclies honor late chief 

Week of gift-giving starts 
Kivakuitl culture revival

ALERT BAY The re- 
omergence of Kwakuill 
culture after nearly 60 
years suppression is be¬ 
coming very evident here, 
partly because of a series 
of potiatche.s in htaior ot 
the late Fort Rui>ert chief. 
Jonathon Hunt. 

Thousands of dollars in 
f-ash and other gifts were 
handed out to hundreds of 
tribesmen and to a hand¬ 
ful of invited white guests. 

Chief Hunt died last 
year, only six months 
away from his 100th birth¬ 
day. He left behind a le¬ 
gacy of inestinTable value 

songs, dances. (loilatch 
privileges, and perhai>s 
most imiiortant. a large 
and {jTosperous family. 

The Himt family has 
been instrumental in pre- < 
serving a culture which 
until recently was on the 
verge of extinction. Many 
of the older peofile here 
and in surrounding native 
communities, embittered 
by Ihe fierce resistance o{ 
the government and 
church groups, had drift¬ 
ed into a solitude which 
even the young could not 
tienelrate. But it is all 
changing. 

Younger memlicrs of 
the Hunt family, especial¬ 
ly several grandsons of 
the late Chief Hunt, have 
resijonded lo centuries-old 
tribal obligations with a 
dedication that has sur¬ 
prised many. 

Tony Hunt, a weil- 
kndwn carver and star 
pupil of Mungo Marlin 
until the death of the 
famous artist, produced a 
memorial tofem ixile in 
honor his grandfather. 
Th<> pole was raised on a 
.stormy Monday afternoon, 
.lune 14. opening the week 
of fea.sting andgift-giving. 

The four-crestcd pole 
was raised in the tradi¬ 
tional manner, using man- 
jKjwer alone and in accor¬ 
dance with ancient prac- 
lice. .\pf»n>priately 
enough, it stands ne.st to 
the pole carved by Tony 
and his father Henry Hunt 
in memdry of Mungo Mar¬ 
tin. That totem pole was 
I'aised In 1968. f<Hir years 
after the death of Martin. 

Hundreds of relatives 
. and Kwakwale-speaking 
people gathered in the 
cemetery under a cold 
rain, as chdefs gave 
speeches in praise of 
Hemmeedee. w Indian 
' narne for Jfwathon Hunt. 
According to custom, a 
valuable copper plate w'as 
placed at the bottom of 
the t)ole.' 

The coffin-siM'ped <’ 0 |v 
{ler plate bearing the 
crest of the Hunt family 
still has a nof^otlable 
value of well over 1.500 
Hudson Bay blankets. 


Many of the cof>i>ere used 
by the Kwakuitl as a 
re<’ord of wealth and rank 
have long since disat>- 
peared to collwlors and 
to museums. The one 
placed at the bottom of 
Ihe intricately caned 
[>ole, called Wanamgila in 
Kwakwala, is only a rep¬ 
resentation of the origi¬ 
nal, but it still carried the 
full trading value its 
name implies. II is buried 
forever, “holding the twin 
up in the strongest 
winds," as an old man 
here said. 

.Songs forgotten for dc< - 
adcs were I'emembered 
by the elders during tlie 
[Mdlatches. and dances 
never recorded by ethno¬ 
logists we|r enacted as 
the tempo of the celebra¬ 
tions increased. The jdy 
was evident in many of 
the old people's faces as 
they remembered the 
dances and songs of their 
parents. 

The longhouse built a 
few years ago under the 
direction of James Sewid. 

‘ one-time chief coimcillor 
of the NimiAish Band and 
author of the book Guesl.s 
Never Leave Hungry, wa.s 
filled to ov'orflowing. A 
bright fire blazed in the 
centre of the big house, 
fiankeef by four massive 
carved timbers canning , 
the r(x>f. 

People chatted during . 
the l(Rtg i>aui»es between 
dances, but the chatter 
was all in Kwa-kwala. 
Children scurried about, 
occasionally bringing loud 
I'eproofs from the elders. 

Facing the audience 
seated around the walls of 
the longhouse were 12 
men, elderly refiresonl- 
alives from nearby native 
communities: from Kwa¬ 
kuill (Fort Rui)erD. Ma- 
malilicuila (Village Is¬ 
land i* Tlawitsls (Toumoiir 
Island), Tenaklak and 
Awitlala (Knigtil Inlet). 
Matilpi (Adams River*. 
Tsawatainuk (dilforri Is¬ 
land). Nakw'oktak (Blun- 
den Harbour). Tlatlasik- 
wlla (Hojie Island;-. Quat- 
sino and Nootka Sound. 

Behind the 12 men. who 
sat for the most part im- 
T» a s s i v e 1 y during the 
dances, a large grouj* of 
tnen sat around a large 
hemlock log. beating It 
with clubs in time to the 
songs they sang. Many of 
the songs were so old that 
<mly a few were able to 
sing: as a result the 
quietest songs were the 
oldest, but were received 
with the most reverence. 

On the first night 6f the' 
potJatches. women in 
brightly decorated blan¬ 
kets sat in the front tow. 
This was the night of the 
'lament songs.’ tiongs 
sung in memory of Heni- 
tneedee. As one ext)lained 
it, “These ^re songs we 


have sung in our separate 
village.s for those we love. 
When we sing these songs 
tor a man who is not nur 
relative, we sing it in 
res[)ect for him.’’ 

It WHM an emotional 
night. Many of the women 
sitting in front and in the 
rightband comer of Ihe 
longhoase reserved for 
family members wefit 
softly ■ as- each mourning 
song wa.s sung, aicom- 
panied by the rhythmic 
beating on the log. ()ne by 
one. men got up and gave 
s))eecbes honoring the de- 
leased chief. 

ITie s|*eechcs. all In 
Kwakwala. went on for 
hours. The bencJies in the 
kxighouse are very hard, 
and many brought pil¬ 
lows. Otildren had plastic 
bags wWh food ~ «*dR 
()op. candy Iwrs and 
oranges. 

Thw the gift-giving 
I^egah. Relatives began 
circulating around the jie- 
rimeter of the longhouse. 
holding enormous wads of 
money of all denomina¬ 
tions. They began handing 
the money out — indis¬ 
criminately, it seemed, al¬ 
though some of the mon¬ 
ey-bearers apf)eared to 
have something in mind 
with their distribution 
methods. 

When one wad of cur¬ 
rency was gone, another 
took its place, coming out 
of a canvas bank bag held 
by one of the women. And 
when the money was 
gone, men began to bring 
out boxes of household 
items tow'els. dishes, 
enamelled pota, luUows, 
cups and glasses, straw 
hats, ashtrays, laundry 
hami)ers. wicker baskets 
and shopping bags, blan¬ 
kets and a number of 
othet* eijually useful arti¬ 
cle?. 

A( the same lime, food 
was being handed out: 
thousands of .sandwiches, 
cake, fruit, cookies and 

coffer*, while the men sil¬ 

ting in frfml received 
Ci>ke. 

The total bill for the 

first tWY> nights of the t>ol- 
latch amounte<l to more 
than 10.000 lilanket.s. 
Reckoned the * old- 
fashioned w'ay when a 
Hudson Bay blanket was 
WTorth just over $2 each, 
the true dimensions of the 
giving can be appreci¬ 

ated. 

The word “potlatch” 
comes from the Chinook 
language, meaning literal¬ 
ly “to give.” TTie practice 
of a wealthy chief sharing 
his wealth with his com¬ 
munity shocked Ihe mis¬ 
sionaries. A. J. Hall, an 
Anglican missimary who 
came to Alert Bay in 1878. 
was dismayed with the 
munificence of the chiefs, 
and formed a “church 
squad” of native youths to 


disrupt fM-oc-eedings. He 
once boasted of disrupting 
several potlatches in one 
day at Fort Rupert, where 
he founded a mission 10 
years before he moved to 
Alert Bay. 

“T hey are totally 
, wrapped up in -their old 
customs.” he wrote in a 
letter encouraging the 
suppression of the pot¬ 
latch. “In the ttiree or* 
four months (of the pot¬ 
latch) they have not pro¬ 
duced as much as $200 to 
the good, i.e., not even 
one cent per man each 
day.” 

Children who went to 
the- residential SI. Mi- 
rhael's School here were 
punished for speaking 
Kwakwala; many still re- 
metpber the harsh treat¬ 
ment they received for 
breaking the rule. 

When the anti-potlatoh 
laws were finally dropped 
in the early ISSOs, people 
here weie reluctant lo 
caiTy on a traditiw which 
demanded that the wealth 
he spread throughout the 
entire community. Many 
of the older people, neg¬ 
lected by thhir white- 
educated children, chose 
instead to remain sil»i(. 
assuming perhaps their 
culture was finally dead. 

With the lapse of pol- 
latchlng. the main spiri¬ 
tual and stK’ial event of 
the Kwakwala-Sfieaking 
people, their Wentity 
began to erode quickly. 
No longer were boys 
trained to be carvers lo 
lake the elders' place. 
Songs were forgotten, 
dances lost forever In Ihe 
acid bath of a dominant 
while .culture. 

■nMlay there are per¬ 
haps less than 100 people, 
all of them aging quickly, 
who have an entire cul- 
pjre riding on their 
shoulders. These people 
carry it in their memo¬ 
ries. and until rei*ently 
have had liille opportuni¬ 
ty to demon.strale their 
knowledge to the young. 

“When Mungo Martin 
died, half the culture died 
with him.’’ said his jslu- 
dent, Tony Hunt. “We are 
now rm a ‘critical jwth’ 
were going to have to 
short-circut many <rf the 
traditions in order to keep 
them. It means making 
new carvings. It means 
making new dances and 
songs.” 

The potlatches held 
here starting June 14 had 
a dual purpose. One was 
to honor the Tnemory of 
s highly respected man. 
Hernmeedee. The other 
was lo honor Ihe children, 
many of whom were ini¬ 
tiated into the secret so- 
I'ieties and given Indian 
names during the ceremo¬ 
nies. 


Rejection

“If you are from out of the 
Duncan area, your |}ro|X)sals 
arc sent to all kinds of com¬ 
munities for ai^roval. but 
proposals from people in the 
Duncan area go ahead with 
only council approval . . .

Che- 
mqinus resident Art Harrison 
said angrily after coumil 
turned down his application to 
have 2.5 acres rezoned from 
planned comprehensive to 
commercial. 

The North Cbowichan Advi¬ 
sory Planning Commission 
suggested to council that the 
12 -unit proposal was unaccep¬ 
table because potential 
traffic problems at the inter¬ 
section of the highway and 
Drinkwater Road, inadequate 
municipal water and sewer 
services and because it added 
to ribbon development along a 
main road. 

This was Ihe second time 
Harrison i\resented a proposal 
for developing the beautifully- 
treed piece of property. 

In December of 1974, he 
wanted to build a 42-unil 
-motel, but was turned dowm 
because of a shortage of mu¬ 
nicipal water in the southend 
of the municipality. 

“In the meantime.” Har¬ 
rison told council. “You allow-- 
a large expansion at Tc^is 
Pontiac across the street, a 
car wash addition lo a nearby 
garage and a warehouse on 
Green Road .. . You have no 
consistency in your policy.” 

He said he had also applied 
mere than a year ago to have 
a piece of property on the 
Trans-Canada Hlghw’ay near 
Herd Road rezoned for ware¬ 
housing development, but was 
turned down. 

“Now. J and C WroughI 
irem works have Ihe same 
property, which I was fumed 
dowm on and where do you 
find manufacturing in your 
compreheasive development 
zoning . .. you are nf>l run¬ 
ning ^is municipality for the 
people but for yourselves." 
Harrison charged. 

At the previous meeting of 
North Cowichan council. J 
and C Wrought Iron, who lo¬ 
cated in an old building on the 
property without municipal 
approval, was given permis¬ 
sion lo locate there perma¬ 
nently subject to a number of 
conditions. 

Tn a parting statement to 
council. Harrison said he was' 
going lo cut down all the trees 
on the property unle.ss council 
would tell him what to do with 
it. 

Council members reacted 
by saying Harrison's state¬ 
ments were “immature” and 
“intimidating.” 

Aid. Birgitte Meaglier said 
“It wasn't deliberate discrim¬ 
ination;” while acting mayor 
Tom Burge said he regretted 
that Hariison was going to 
cut all the tres down and 
suggested he submit a selling 
price for property to the 
municipalityVfnr possible park 
use.

Building Bf>Law No. 247 has baon tnaeftd and Is now in forco In tho aroas of tho 
Roglonal District of Nanaimo listtd bolow. This by*law replaces Building By-Law 
No. 101, effecting a more efficient and uniform application of Building Code re¬ 
quirements. It applies In all areas of the Regional District of Nanaimo in which 
the former by-law applied, namely to Gabriola Planning Area, Cedar Planning 
Area, the area known as Extension, East Wellington-Pleasant Valley-Lantzville 
Planning Area, Nanoose Bay Planning Area and Parksville-Qualicum Planning 
Area. 

Effective Immediately, in accordance with the provisions of this by-law, the 
procedure for tho issuanco of BUILDING PERMITS and for Departmontal ad¬ 
ministration will be changed as follows: * 

1. Building Permits will be Issued ONLY from the central office of the Building 
inspection Service at 6300 Hammond Bay Road, Nanaimo. 

2. Application forms for Building Permits will be available at the central office 
and from all field Building Inspectors. 

Where applicable, applications must include: 

(a) Copy of Permit from the Department of Health for private sewage disposal 
system, and 

(b) Copy of Permit from the Department of Highways for road access. 
Completed applications, together with two copies of acceptable plans, should 
be either delivered or mailed to the central office. In lieu of this, they may be 
given to the field Building Inspector who will deliver them to the central office. 

3. Plans will be examined and checked for compliance with applicable by-laws, 
and an initial on-site Inspection will be made. If all by-law requirements are 
met, the Building Permit will be prepared for Issuance and the applicant so in¬ 
formed. This permit may either be obtained at the central office, or, at the ap¬ 
plicants request, will be available from the appropriate field Bulldir^ Inspec¬ 
tor who may receive the permit fee from the applicant. 

4. Correspondence will not be received or replied to at field inspection offices. All 
correspondence must be addressed to:

5. For convenience, a Building Inspector will be preseni at: 

(a) 120 AibernI Highway in Parksville each working day from 9:00 a.m. until 
.10:00 a.m., telephone 248-6312, and 

(b) The Agricultural Hall on Gabriola Island each Tuesday from 9:00 a.m. un¬ 
til 10:00 a.m., no telephone. 

6. Principal differences between the new by-law and the former by-law are as fol¬ 
lows: 

(a) Duties, powers and responsibilities of the Building inspector are more 
clearly spelled out. 

(b) No occupancy of a building under construction will be permitted Dnless 
and until the exterior finish of the building is completed. 

(c) Terms under which temporary permits may be issued are more clearly 
spelled out. The term "temporary” will be a period not exceeding twelve 
fponths. 

(d) Application for a permit for the erection or placement of a building for a 
temporary'-perlod must be accompanied by a certified cheque or Ir¬ 
revocable letter of credit in the amount of $200.00 to ensure that the tem¬ 
porary building will be completely removed from the site at the end of the 
period applied for. 

(e) The permit fee for construction which has commenced prior to the Is¬ 
suance of a building permit will be double the usual fee. 

(f) Where applicable, a building permit may not be issued, unless and until 
the applicant Includes in his application. In addition to presently required 
information, a copy of the following: 

i) a sewage disposal*permit issued by the Department of Health; 
ii) a road access permit issued by the Department of Highways; 

Hi) any permits applicable or required under the Strata Titles Act. 

(g) Minor changes will be made in procedures for requesting inspections. 

(h) Requirements for the fencing in of swimming pools are Included. 

(1) Requirements for the protection of the public during construction or 
demolition of building are included. 

(j) Application for a permit to move a buHding must include a certified che¬ 
que or Irrevocable letter of credit In the amount of $500.00 to ensure that alt 

' requirements of the by-law will be met in the relocation of the building. 

(k) Provision is made for the refund of fees in the case of a permit which has 
lapsed or been cancelled.

He wps not in the 
best mental state at the time, 
Preston said.

Pres¬ 
ton said he had tried to obtain 
Ifi^al aid. and McConnan said 
legal aid had indicated it 
wYKjid be able to appoint some¬ 
one to act for Preston. 

But Stewart was unwilling 
to grant a further adjourn¬ 
ment to enable Preston to dls- 
F'uss matters with cotinsel 
wIvT nt that noint wns un- 
knfiwn. He said a defence 
should not be tex) difficult to 
advance and ordered the triat~ 
to proeepfi Trith Prrston act- 
in" on his o^^’n behalf. 

MeConnan remained to help 
Preston with points of law. 


Crown counsel Dwight WTilt- 
son noUd “the matter has 
gone on for an incredible time 
and taken incredible turns." 

Stewart agreed it was an 
unusual case. 

And when Preston took the 
stand and told Stewart he was 
not sure how to proceed, the 
judge asked McConnan 
whether he was in a positiem 
to assist. McC>)nnan then 
asked Preston to a<'«>unt for 
his wherealxiuts relating to 
the tlnwof the charge. 

Preston had already called 
^)ur policemen as witnesses, 
attempting to get at names 
and information alleged to be 
contained in the tape-rccorderl 
tele(>hone calls which were 
not used in eNidence and to 
which Stewart previously de¬ 
nied Preston acceas. 

Several times Stewart or¬ 
dered Preston to change his 
line (^ questioning of the po¬ 
lice witnesses.

His fine scientific mind has 
been hung up for some time 
on health and vitdmin C. and 
going by die oalculati(ms he 
offei^ on lifestyles (years 
deducted fo^ harmful habits» 
I figure I should have died 10 
years before T was bom. 

Pauling told a packed house 
a lot could be done to Improve 
the hca^h of people, especial¬ 
ly by the people themselves. 
In addition to all other fac¬ 
tors, vitamin C had an impor¬ 
tant iMii to play, he said. 

Besides, it is "marvelously 
n<in-1oxic." he said. People 
have hern knowm to take a 
quarter of a pound without 
killing themselves.' 

On the topic of health, he 
said: "A lot ran lie done in 
this fieW. You ran deciric 
whether you want to die when 


you're .50 or when you're 80 or 
90." 

And that, boss, is where the 
scary stuff came in. 

Drawing from a California 
study, he said you would lop 
four years off your life if you 
didn't eat breakfast and an¬ 
other four years if you ate be¬ 
tween meals. 

Right there I realized I had 
lost eight years. 

Then there was this thing 
about sugar. Skinie 175 years 
ago, man swallowed five 
IKHinds of sugar a year. 
Today he consumes 100 
inmnds. 

"The human body isn’t ac¬ 
customed to handling 1(K) 
pounds." he said. ^ 

A study dime in England in¬ 
dicated a man (‘onsuming 140 
pounds of sugar a year stood 
16 tinics the normal risk--of 
heart disease, Pauling said.

Other death-hastening fac¬ 
tors are the lack of daily ex¬ 
ercise. and obesity.

I dmught df what Paul¬ 
ing had said at the beginning 
of hxs lecture. 

Ha had been called upon by 


the jmlilicians in Washington 
to say what he thought the 
world might he like in 1(H) 
years. He told them waj-s 
must be found to deal with 
human suffering, and Ihi.s 
brought him eventually to the 
WYirld’s preoccupation with 
nuclear weaixms. 

. He said the weapon.s were 
iKJcoming more complicated 
through technological ad¬ 
vancement. and as a. I'esuH. 
m<w^ dangerous to mankind 
— not so mu(4i through those 
wtm governed them, but 
through technical mishap. 

He said, as he had tefore. 
that the wcR*ld could face its 
greatest catastrophe kv the 
next to 30 years. 

But if it survives, he thinks 
it will be ,a more sensible 
place 100 jrears from now. 

I figured at that )ioint that I 
didn’t have 100 years to wait. 

As I figure it. boss, if the 
big bomb is going to get me. I 
might a.s well go out smoking 
and eating and things hkc 
that. Thai is. if you don't get 
me hn*l.
